TEACHERS TO TAKE 
UP THE WORK AGAIN 


Thousands Are Needed to Fffl 


Vacancies Hade By 


the War.

Once Teachers, if Onlj to Fill in 
Until Mar Demands Have JloUied, 
Vre Appealed to by the President. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30-^ifc>- thoa- 


sacd teachers' plact-s are vacant, aiu 
120,000 persons are teaching this year 
who have never before taught a class. 
Several thousand schools have actual- 
ly closed or have remained unopened 
because It was impossible for the lo- 
cal trustees to find teachers for tiem. 
The lo~wered standards in many places 
and the total lack of instruction In 
others mean a loss to the children of 
the nation wnich cannot be replaced. 


The shortage of teachers 
affects | 


nearly every state in the union. Many 
urgent requests hare been, made for 
the assistance ot tie United States Bu- 
reau of Education, for it is clearly im- 
possible for some of the states to man 
their schools with the teachers avail- 
able in their own borders. 


President Wilson has been moved by 


'this condition. ,He has directed the 
establishment in the Bureau of Educa- 
tion of, a new division to assist local 
officers in. finding teachers to meet the 
emergency, and hi has written an 
open letter of appeal to all who are 
qualified and able to teach, urging 
them to signify their willingness to do 
so by registering with the new school 
Board Service Division of the Bureau 
of Education, in "Washington. Schools 
seeking teachers will be put in touch 
with registrants, with the expectation 
of employment in the regular way. No 
charge whatever will be made to eith- 
er the registrants or to the schools 
for the service. 
I'resident Wilson's 


appeal follows: 


"Conditions ansing from 
the 


war have drawn great numbers of 
teachers from tht public schools, 
colleges and unhersiues. Unless 
their places cart be supplied by 
others whose education and ex- 
perience flt them lor teaching, but 
i\ho -for one reason or another 
have recently withdrawn 
from 


school work, the children and 
youth of the entire country must 
suffer an irreparaale loss. 


"This shortage cf capable teach- 


ers, especially acute in. some dis- 
tricts and in certain lines of edu- 
cation, is estimated by the Bureau 
of Education at 50,000 for the va- 
rious schools and institutions of 
higher education in the United 
States.. It. is the".patriotic duty of 
all who can temporarily return to 
tiie ranks of teaching, to offer 
their services anl to notify lie 
School Board Ser/ice Division of 
the Bureau of education, Wash- 
ington. D C.. of the offer. 


"Ofteu wives of soldiers and 


others 
in 
government service 


could return to teaching in grades 
of .school work in n-hich they nave 
had recent experience. 
Former 


teachers of chemistry, 
manual 


training and the like now engaged 
in other work not so vital to pub- 
lic needs, might again take up 
teaching for a time. Ministers and 
others who were once teachers 
might serve a n;ighboring high 
school on half time until war de- 
mands are relaxed. 


"School boards, city superin- 


tendents and other school author- 
ities should seek cut such persons 
and prevail upon Ihose of especial 
fitness to come back into the pro- 
fession, at least temporarily."

munity there are woaien who formerly 
. taught, whose husbands are now in 


*he army or in other branches of the 
government service, or whose homes 
do not demand all their time. Such

schools now.
